Knowing
the defects of the old Monitor, the
commander had chosen a calm, clear

day for the start, but after he was well
out to sea the weather became threat-
ening, and as Cape Hatteras was passed
it grew very bad. The wind igcreased
and hauled to the southward, ralsing a
heavy sea, TH4e audn defect of the
Monitor was that thie deck portion was
insceurely fastened to the hull, and
presented a wide flut surface to the
lifting action ot the waves. The sea
broke over the pilot house and the (ur-
rot, stopping thé blower plpes, Every
effort wis made to get the vessel into
calmer weather, but it was found im-
posgible, The water began to force the
two portions apart,"and make Its way
in #0 as to begbeyond the control of
the pumps. It was soon seen that she
had to go down, and then extraordinary
efforts were magle tg #nve the ecrew, It
was the work ¢f the greatest difliculty
and danger owing to the tremendous
sea,  Some of the ercew were washed

Rosecrans ecomplimented it for the man-
ner In which it held its lines at Stone
Itiver. At the close of the war the 77th
Pa. was sent to Texas, where it lost
many men by sickness, and was finally
mustersd out Dee, 6, 1865, being the
last save one of the Pennsylvanla regi-
ments, so that it claims the credit of
having served continuously longer than
any other Pennsylvania regiment.

Charles Scott, 293 South 11th St,
Newark, N. J.,, criticizes very severely
the “ecollections of a Moshy Guer-
rilla,” by J. W. Munson, published in
Munsey’s Magazine, particularly the ac-
count of the greenback raid on the
Baltimore & Ohio Railread. This is
full of glaring errors. Comrade Scott,
who was then a man-of-war's man on
furlough. was near to Mosby during
the whole affair, There was but one
man on the train in United States uni-
form, and he had no arms. There was
no oflicer in forelgn uniform or a pri-
vate who appeunled to Mosby for the
return of a ring or anything else, nor
did any woman throw her arms around
his neck and ask a faver. The con-
ductor of the train asked to have re-
turned his valuable watch, which was
a4 gift by his Masonle brethren, but
Maoshy paid noattention “ts him. The
Paymaster’s fine overcoat was taken
from him by one of the guerrillas, and
Moshy did net prevent it. The Pay-
master was the only “group of officers
In the United States uniform,” and his
uniform was merely a Major's cap.
There were about 200 passengers, who
ware robbed of evervthing, with their
trunks burst open and rifled before be-
Ing thrown back in the fire. It was
not & warlike raid, but a robbery pure
and simple. The guerrillas had been
informed from Washington of the Pay-
master's trip, and lay In wmbush for
him. As for the women, there were
but four or five on the train, and they
were the least dizconcerted of the lot.
Fven the loss of a trunk by the wife of
a Federal Colonel did not seem to
dampen thelr spirits.
